'  Those  who  do  most  in  tin-  C  hint  h 
of  Jesus  Christ  are  the  happiest,"  says 
(icneve  J.  Dalton,  President  of  the  South 
African  Mission  Relief  Societies.  This 
comes  from  personal  observation  in  her 
travels  over  South  Africa.  It  appears 
from  her  talks  that  calmness  of  mind, 
MTi-nity  of  spirit  and  gentleness  of  sou! 
comes  by  faithful  obedience  to  the  gospel, 
whether  the  individual  is  rich  or  poor  or 
is      comfortably      situated-  She      says, 

That  those  who  live  the  gospel  do  not 

have    loathsome    and    immoral    diseases, 

and  are  not  in  jail  for  crime  and  are  not 
afraid  of  the  law,  but  can  look  anyone 
in  the  eye  with  a  clear  conscience,  and 
have    no   apologies    to    make,    except    per- 


haps, for  the  other  person's  defaults." 
She  says  that,  "It  is  not  riches,  nor 
responsibility;  nor  the  lack  of  either  that 
makes  people  happy.  It  is  just  living 
each  day  sweetly,  eleanlv  and  unsel- 
fishly." 

If  one  can  have  riches  and  have  calm- 
ness in  life,  be  happy  and  live  right,  or 
if  one  be  poor  and  enjoy  those  blessings, 
then  it  is  likewise  wonderful.  But  to 
anyone,  whether  they  have  little  or  much, 
the  great  blessings  of  calmness,  gentle- 
ness, and  unselfishness,  together  with 
freedom  from  disease,  all  produced  by  liv- 
ing the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  are  bless- 
ings which  border  on  the  greatest  blessing 
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of  God — the  gift  of  salvation  in  his 
kingdom. 

As  a  contrast  the  following  two  nar- 
atives  will  be  of  ama  ing  tiought  to  any 
reader.  The  last  paragraph  by  Henry 
Drummond  is  beautiful,  and  sums  up 
largely  the  thought   here  expressed  : — D. 

No  one  who  is  not  rich,  attractive,  very 
young,  and  the  center  of  an  admiring 
social  circle,  can  have  any  iaea  now  in- 
tolerably tedious  riches,  beauty,  and 
popularity  can  be.  Felixovich  had  every- 
thing he  could  possibly  want :  he  was 
master  of  the  largest  and  most  valuable 
collection  of  precious  stones  in  the  world, 
of  palaces  and  castles  and  enormous 
estates;  he  had  accomplished  the  highest 
that  a  man  of  noble  blood,  a  descendant 
of  the  Elstons  could  accomplish  ;  he  had 
won  the  hand  of  an  imperial  princess; 
his  friend  was  the  handsome  universally 
admired  Grand  Duke  Dimitri.  And  yet 
for  him  this  state  of  perpetual  happiness 
which  hid  nothing  more  in  itself,  which 
held  out  no  promise  of  new  experiences, 
which  could  offer  him  no  further  secrets, 
attraction,  or  excitements,  was  one  of 
intolerable   boredom    and   emptiness. 

Like  manv  other  Russian  aristocrats, 
Prince  Felix  did  not  avail  himself  of  the 
possibility  of  filling  his  life  with  intellec- 
tual interests,  and  consequently  he  was 
tormented  by  the  painful  boredom  of  the 
absolutely  rich  and  absolutely  happy  per- 
son, the  man  to  whom  nothing  is  for- 
bidden, and  to  whom  therefore  nothing 
any  longer  seems  desirable-  Inevitably, 
he  began  to  feel  his  life  of  perpetual 
riches  as  a  prison,  from  which  there  is 
no  escape.  His  beautiful  wife  of  imperial 
blood,  his  beautiful  and  elegant  friend, 
the  many  adorers,  male  and  female,  and 
the  handsome  men  and  pretty  women  who 
flocked  about  him,  were  bound  ultimately 
to  seem  like  merciless  warders,  who  kept 
him  shut  up  in  his  prison  of  disconsolate 
boredom. 

The  poor  can  hope  for  riches,  the  un- 
loved for  love,  and  the  lowly  for  elevation ; 
but  for  the  man  who  like  Felix  Yusupov, 
is  surrounded  by  enormous  wealth,  per- 
petual happiness  and  unending  pleasure, 
there  remains  no  other  outlet  from  his 
spiritual  prison  but  crime.  As  a  ray  of 
light  coming  through  his  grating,  so  to 
the  voung  prince,  crime  seemed  the  only 


hope  of  freedom.  To  commit  a  crime 
and  once  more  taste  a  new,  still  unknown 
excitement,  was  a  dream  like  the 
prisoner's  dream  of  freedom.

Circumstances. 

A  man  driven  by  poverty,  we  shall  say, 
begins  to  regard  his  burden  as  one  which 
has  been  unjustly  imposed.  With  his 
regarding  it  as  such  he  descends  into 
wretchedness  and  resorts  to  begging- 
Through  his  effort  to  beget  pity  from 
others  he  pours  it  upon  himself  in  such 
quantities  as  to  justify,  in  his  own  mind, 
his  actions.  He  feels  now  that  he  is 
not  begging.  The  people  owe  him,  as  a 
son  of  circumstance,  what  they  lay  in  his 
outstretched  palm.  Finally  circumstance 
throws  before  him  a  chance  to  take  some- 
thing which  according  to  law  does  not 
rightfully  belong  to  him  and  he  steals. 
In  court  he  is  convicted,  perhaps  by  cir- 
cumstancia1    evidence.  He   is   now   a 

criminal,  the  victim  of  circumstance. 

Is  this  man  to  blame  or  is  it  that 
pauperism  has  thrown  him  into  an  en- 
vironment which  brought  him  to  the 
eventual  result?  Before  we  blame  it  on 
environment  let  us  look  at  the  case  a  little 
closer.  How  did  this  man  come  to  this 
environment?  Was  it  not  that  within 
him  thoughts  of  fear  and  indecision  made 
him  weak  and  unmanly,  and  did  not  lazy 
thoughts  teach  him  the  habit  of  dis- 
honesty? These  all  solidified  into  cir- 
cumstances of  failure  and  beggary.  It 
was  of  such  a  circumstance  that  he 
became  a  victim. 

So  will  it  always  be.  Men  shape  their 
circumstances.  If  you  don't  believe  it 
catch  yourself  sometime,  the  victim  of 
circumstance,  and  analyze  the  situation 
to  see  how  you  got  there-  You  will  find 
that  it  was  connected  with  some  thought 
element  within  you.  Thoughts  are  not 
secret  but  crystalize  and  become  acts.  If 
you  would  keep  someone  from  knowing 
your  thought,  don't  think  it. 

Men  are  anxious  to  improve  their  cir- 
cumstances but  are  unwilling  to  improve 
themselves.  That  is  how  they  retard  their 
progress.  They  are  fighting  against  cir- 
cumstances ;  that  is,  they  are  continually 
revolting  against  an  effect  without,  while 
all  the  time  they  are  nourishing  and  pre- 
servino-   its  cause   in   their  hearts. 
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There  is  an  old  story  that  the  poet 
Shelley  had  a  dream  in  which  he  was 
always  hindered  by  a  veiled  figure.  If 
he  earned  money  the  veiled  figure  stole 
it    from    him.  If    he    won    fame    this 

personage  turned  it  to  dishonour.  Finally 
Shelley  fell  in  love  and  with  his  bride 
went  into  the  great  cathedral  to  be 
married.  As  the  bishop  was  about  to 
unite  them  in  the  bands  of  marriage  the 
veiled  figure  rushed  in  crying:  "Stop, 
stop,  I  forbid  the  banns!  "  Shelley  was 
indignant  and  angrily  rushed  up  against 
the  veiled  figure  tearing  aside  the  dis- 
guise and  then  awoke  from  his  dream 
with  a  start,  for  the  veiled  figure  was  him- 
self. 

Shall  we  then  be  ruled  by  the  veiled 
figure  of  circumstance  or  can  we  turn 
the  tables.  For  after  all  the  issues  of 
our  lives  are  not  in  our  circumstances, 
but  in  the  sort  of  stuff  we  have  in  our 
souls. 

James  Allen  writes  : — 

"  You  will  be  what  you  will  to  be; 
Let  failure  find   its  false  content 
In  that  poor  word,  '  environment,' 
But  spirit  scorns  it,  and  is  free. 
"  It  masters  time,  it  conquers  space; 
It  cowes  that  boastful  trickster, 

Chance, 
And  bids  the  tyrant  Circumstance 
Uncrown,   and  fill  a  servant's  place. 
"  The  human  Will,  that  force  unseen, 
The  offspring  of  a  deathless  Soul, 
Can    hew   a   way   to   any    goal, 
Though  walls  of  granite  intervene. 
i(  Be  not  impatient  in  delay. 
But  wait  as  one  who  understands  ; 
When  spirit  rises  and  commands, 
The  gods  are  ready  to  obey."

The    Prevailing    Economic 

Distress — The  Church  Progresses 

— Caring  for  the  needy. 

Address    Given    at    Opening    Session    of    the 

103rd  Semi-Annual   Conference,    Friday,    Oct. 

7,    1932,    in    the    Great    Mormon    Tabernacle, 

Salt    Lake   City,    Utah. 

By    ELDER    SYLVESTER    Q.    CANNON, 
Presiding    Bishop    of    the    Church. 

I  am  happy,  my  brethren  and  sisters 
and  friends,  to  be  with  you  in  this  con- 
ference this  morning.  I  rejoice  in  the 
divine  power  that  actuates  this  great 
work.  Notwithstanding      the     adverse 

conditions  that  prevail  at  the  present 
time,  1  am  sure  that  we  all  have  occasion 
to  be  grateful  for  health  and  life,  for 
appreciation  of  the  divinity  of  this  work, 
and  for  the  privileges  and  blessings  that 
have    been    given    to    us.  I    expressed 

yesterday  to  President  Ivins  my  feeling 
that,  if  he  desired,  1  would  be  perfectly 
willing  to  forego  being  called  upon  to 
speak  in  this  coherence,  so  that  he  could 
have  the  opportunity  to  call  some  who 
are  not  ordinarily  called  upon.  I  realize 
that  there  are  many  men  in  the  Church 
who  have  had  experience  and  training, 
who  are  carrying  responsibility  through- 
out the  various  divisions  of  the  Church, 
who  could  advise  with  us  and  address  us 
upon  matters  that  would  be  helpful  and 
encouraging. 

Nevertheless,  1  am  happy  to  bear  my 
testimony  and  to  express  to  you  my  faith 
and  assurance  that  this  work  is  growing 
and  will  continue  to  grow  and  accomplish 
the  great  destiny  that  is  before  it.  In 
this  connection  it  may  interest  you  to 
know  that  the  Church  has  shown  greater 
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numerical  growth  throughout  the  United 
States  during  the  past  15  years,  from 
1916  to  1931',  in  proportion  to  member- 
ship than  anv  of  the  largest  churches. 
The  same  is  true  of  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  congregations  or  wards.  In 
Church  activities  of  the  priesthood  and 
the  members  there  is  improvement 
steadily  in  evidence.  Also,  in  social  wel- 
fare and  in  matters  of  vital  statistics,  this 
work  is  making  an  enviable  record.  As 
was  stated  by  President  Ivins  this  morn- 
ing, there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the 
tithes  of  the  Church  because  of  the 
serious  economic  condition,  but  there  has 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  tithe- 
payers,  showing  greater  faith  on  the  part 
of  the  people-  I  believe,  however,  that 
there  is  still  opportunity  for  improvement 
in  this  respect.  Our  young  people  need 
to  be  taught  and  trained  and  encouraged 
to  observe  this  principle,  which  is  spiritual 
as  well  as  economic,  for  their  welfare  and 
progress  and  faith  in  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Every  boy  and  girl  should  be 
trained  by  their  parents  to  pay  tithing 
on  whatever  they  may  obtain  in  the  way 
of  earnings  or  gifts.  They  should  be 
encouraged  to  try  to  earn  regularly  and 
to  tithe  such  income.  We  are  urging 
especially  that  every  member  of  the 
Aaronic  priesthood,  shall  be  taught  the 
observance  of  this  divine  law.  The  de- 
crease of  tithes  is  due,  as  you  will 
appreciate  to  the  fact  that  there  has  been 
much  unemployment ;  and  consequently 
those  who  have  been  unemployed  have 
been  unable  to  pay  their  tithes;  and  also 
very  much  by  the  low  prices  of  commodi- 
ties. 

Factors   of  Vital   Importance   for 

Better  Conditions. 

There  are  two  economic  factors  at  the 
present  time  in  this  community  and 
throughout  the  nation,  and  I  suppose 
throughout  the  world,  that  justify  the 
greatest  thought,  attention  and  considera- 
tion and  action  on  the  part  of  those  who 
have  responsibility  in  government.  They 
are  of  vital  importance  for  the  economic 
welfare  of  the  people.  One  of  these, 
which  is  more  or  less  temporary,  is  the 
provision  for  emergency  unemployment 
relief.  That  is  being  undertaken  in  a 
large  measure  throughout  the  nation  by 
federal,   state  and  local  aid,   and  through 


various  organizations.  I  wonder  some- 
times whether  there  is  too  much  red  tape- 
attached  to  the  obtaining  of  aid  by  those 
in  need.  Yet,  of  course,  great  care  is 
necessary  to  see  that  those  who  need  the 
aid  shall  obtain  it,  and  that  those  who 
are  able  to  carry  on  without  that  aid  will 
do  so.  It  is  a  very  vital  thing  to  pre- 
vent hunger,  with  consequent  difficulty 
and  trouble  that  are  bound  to  ensue  if 
people  do  not  have  the  necessities  of  life. 
Higher  Commodity  Prices. 

The  other  factor  that  is  important  in 
order  that  we  may  obtain  better  condi- 
tions and  the  only  permanent  means  is 
that  we  may  obtain  higher  prices  for  the 
staple  raw  commodities.  How  we  are 
going  to  bring  that  about,  whether  by  an 
appropriate  method  of  reducing  the  value 
of  the  dollar,  or  in  some  other  manner 
raising  the  value  of  commodities,  is  a 
very  vital  and  important  question  that 
concerns  all  mankind  at  the  present  time. 
When  the  condition  prevails  that  prices 
on  raw  commodities  rise,  the  people  of 
this  state  as  well  as  of  adjoining  states 
and  of  the  nation  at  large  will  be  able 
to  meet  their  obligations  more  fully,  and 
carry   on. 

Individualism  and  Co-operation. 

I  appreciate  the  fact  that  this  Church, 
in  the  midst  of  these  adverse  conditions, 
is  meeting  the  test  of  its  efficiency  and 
its  divinity  most  effectively.  The  Church 
involves,  as  I  see  it,  two  phases  of  human 
activity.  One  is  individualism  and  the 
other  is  co-operation.  That  may  sound 
like  a  paradox.  We  know  that  our  sal- 
vation depends  upon  our  individual 
efforts.  Except  we  do  certain  things,  live 
in  accordance  with  certain  principles,  and 
accept  and  conform  to  certain  ordinances 
of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  we  cannot 
obtain  the  blessings,  just  as  was  referred 
to  by  President  Clawson  this  morning 
relative  to  one  of  the  Gospel  ordinances. 
Salvation  comes  through  observance  of 
divine  principles.  So  the  individual  can 
be  saved  only  by  his  own  acts. 

Individual  Effort  and  Initiative 
Necessary. 

At  the  same  time  the  Gospel  involves 
also  co-operation  and  mutual  helpfulness 
of  all  the  members  of  the  Church  to  pro- 
duce results.  No  co-operative  movement 
can    be    most    successful    except    through 
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individualism — that  is  through  the  indivi- 
dual development  and  activity  of  all 
concerned.  If  you  will  study  any  co- 
operative movement  that  has  ever  tailed, 
you  will  find  that  where  it  has  failed  it 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  every  individual 
was  not  measuring  up  to  the  standard 
expected  and  required.  Where  the  indivi- 
dual has  not  measured  up  in  energy, 
wholeheartedness  and  unselfishness,  the 
movement  has  been  weakened.  So  to-day 
in  this  and  in  all  communities  throughout 
the  nation  it  is  expected  that  every 
individual  will  use  all  of  his  powers  and 
faculties  in  every  way  to  try  to  save 
himself  financially,  spiritually,  and  in 
every  other  respect.  But  it  requires 
also  that  we  shall  endeavour  to  co-operate 
to  the  fullest  extent  possible. 
Co-operative  Action  in  the  Church. 
For  instance,  throughout  the  Church 
I  think  there  has  never  been  such  co- 
operation shown  in  helpfulness  towards 
those  in  need  as  at  the  present  time. 
The  reports  that  come  to  us  from  all 
parts  of  the  Church  indicate  that  ihe 
presidencies  of  stakes  and  their  asso- 
ciates, the  bishoprics  of  wards,  and  those 
working  under  their  direction,  and  the 
Relief  societies  throughout  the  Church, 
are  doing  a  tremendous  work  in  the 
gathering  of  foodstuffs  and  taking  care 
of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  those  in 
need.  Never  was  there,  I  think,  such 
a  spirit  shown  as  at  the  present  time  of 
seeking  to  help  those  in  need.  Many  of 
those  who  are  in  need  are  co-operating 
also  in  going  out  and  helping  to  gather 
foodstuffs.  They  desire  to  work  for  what 
they  get  as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 
There  are,  however,  some  who  claim 
membership  in  the  Church — and  there  are 
people  outside  of  the  Church,  who  feel 
that  the  world  owes  them  a  living  and 
that  others  ought  to  do  for  them  the 
things  that  they  should  do  for  themselves. 
There  are  those  who  do  not  take  advan- 
tage of  the  present  opportunities  offered 
to  obtain  the  necessities  of  life  for  them- 
selves,  strange  as   it  may  seem. 

Ai.i.  Should  Use  Their  Energies. 
There  are  ample  food  supplies  through- 
out this  country  and  generally  within 
reasonable  distance  of  those  who  need 
them,  if  they  would  but  go  out  and  gather 
the  essentials  and  commodities  which  thev 
need  for  their  subsistence.       They  could 


get  them  almost  for  nothing  and  take  care 
largely  of  tlumselves.  I  have  nut  time 
to  go  into  detail  regarding  these  things, 
but  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  it 
is  vitally  important  that  everyone  who  is 
in  distress  and  trouble  should  seek  as  far 
as  possible  to  help  himself. 

The  Worthy  and  the  Unworthy. 

The  Lord  has  made  plain  to  u.^  that 
those  who  are  poor  and  are  worthy,  who 
are  seeking  to  improve  themselves,  seek- 
ing to  remedy  their  condition  as  far  as 
possible,    shall    be    blessed.         But    those 

whose  spirits  are  not  contrite,  whose 
hands  are  not  stayed  from  laying  hold 
upon  other  men's  goods,  whose  eyes  art- 
full  of  greediness,  and  who  will  not  labour 
with  their  own  hands  "  are  subject  to 
censure.  They  should  use  their  own 
initiative  and  their  own  efforts.  Like- 
wise, those  who  are  well-to-do  who  are 
not  willing  to  impart  of  their  means  for 
the  benefit  of  the  poor,  shall  suffer, 
whereas  the  well-to-do  who  use  their 
means  effectively  will  receive  blessings. 
Stakes  Organized  for  Social  Welfare. 

I  would  like  to  report  to  you  briefly 
just  a  slight  indication  of  all  that  is  being 
done  throughout  the  Church  for  the  care 
of  those  in  need.  In  this  city,  where 
probably  the  distress  is  greater  than  in 
almost  any  other  part  of  the  Church,  four 
of  the  stakes  have  established  store- 
houses. They  have  been  sending  out 
as  many  as  hundreds  of  men  at  a  time  to 
gather  food  supplies,  with  the  under- 
standing that  those  who  work  and  gather 
supplies  will  obtain  orders  on  the  store- 
house for  the  things  they  need  It  is 
a  verv  remarkable  thing  the  way  it  is 
being  done  in  these  stakes,  and  the  same 
is  true  largely  in  other  stakes  in  the 
Church,  although  I  have  not  the  figures 
before  me. 

Quantities  of  Supplies  Gathered. 

For  instance,  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
pounds  of  potatoes,  onions,  cabbage, 
tomatoes  and  other  vegetables,  and  vari- 
ous fruits,  have  been  gathered  and  stored 
or  distributed  to  those  who  are  in  distress. 
The  perishable  supplies  have  been  distri- 
buted promptlv.  Other  things  that  are 
not  perishable  are  being  stored  for  those 
who  will  be  in  need  this  winter.  There 
has  been  considerable  dried  fruit  prepared. 
In  these  four  stakes  alone  without  regard 
to  what  is  being-  done  in  the  Relief  soeie- 
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ties  in  the  various  wards  thereof,  about 
44,000  bottles  or  cans  of  fruit  have  been 
put  up  by  the  storehouses  for  the  benefil 
oJ  those  who  arc  or  will  be  in  lieefi. 
There  have  been  about  12,000  pieces  of 
clothing  gathered  which  are  being  re- 
paired and  remodeled  for  the  ben,  lit  erf 
those  who  are  in  need.  Over  four  hun- 
dred pairs  of  shoes  have  been  gathered  ; 
and  wood  and  coal  are  being  provided. 
It  is  a  wonderful  thing  that  is  being  done. 
The  spirit  of  co-operation — the  spirit  of 
true  religion — is  being  manifested  by  busy 
men  and  women  sacrificing  their  own  time 
and  labour  for  the  benefit  of  those  in 
need.  I  am  sure  that  if  those  who  are 
going  to  receive  this  help  will  appreciate 
it,  and  will  manifest  their  resourcefulness 
and  their  initiative  in  trying  to  carry  on 
they  will  be  able  to  go  forward  and  gain 
relief  from  the  economic  distress  that  pre- 
vails at  the  present  time- 

Children  of   Israel  Told  to  Go 
Forward. 

I  am  reminded  of  the  time  when  the 
Israelites  were  being  led  out  of  Egypt 
under  Moses.  They  had  gotten  ojt  of 
the  land  of  Egypt  and  away  from  the 
rule  of  Pharaoh,  and  had  reached  the  Red 
Sea  when  the  Egyptians  came  after  them. 
In  the  distance  they  saw  the  armies  of 
the  Egyptians  pursuing  them.  They 
complained  to  Moses  about  the  situation, 
saying  in  effect:  "Why  did  you  bring 
us  into  the  desert  here  to  be  destroyed 
by  the  Egyptians,  rather  than  to  remain 
among  them,  and  bear  their  tasks?  " 
And  Moses  said:  "  Stand  still,  and  see 
the  salvation  of  the  Lord."  Then  he 
said:  "  The  Lord  shall  fight  for  you  and 
ye  shall  hold  your  peace."  Then  the 
Lord  said  to  Moses,  "  Wherefor  criest 
thou  unto  me?  Speak  unto  the  children  of 
Israel,  that  they  go  forward."  They 
were  commanded  not  that  they  should 
"  stand  still,"  but  that  they  should  "  go 
forward."  We  are  told  that  a  path  was 
made  through  the  Red  Sea,  and  the 
Children  of  Israel  went  forward  promptly, 
and  escaped  the  clutches  of  the  Egyptians. 
Application   to    Present    Conditions. 

In  that  experience  it  seems  to  me  that 
there  is  a  lesson  for  us  to-day.  We  are 
surrounded  by  difficulties  and  troubles- 
We  are  pursued  bv  conditions  that  are 
entirely  unfavourable  to  us.  Sometimes 
I   think   we   feel   that   we   ousfht   to   stand 


before  the  Lord  and  ask  him  for  bless- 
ings. That  is,  of  course,  entirely  proper 
and  necessary.  Hut  I  think  also  it  is 
important  for  us  that  we  should  go  for- 
ward with  confidence  and  faith,  using  our 
initiative,  developing  our  resourcefulness, 
employing  every  possible  means  to 
remedy  the  conditions  which  prevail 
around  us,  individually  and  collectively, 
with  the  assurance  that  the  more  we  try 
to  do  for  ourselves  the  more  the  Lord 
will  help  us,  because  we  are  using  our 
own  faculties  to  remedy  our  condition. 
Thus  wre  show  our  faith  by  our  works. 
Go  Forward  with  Col  rage  and  Faith. 

Conditions  are  now  and  have  been  such 
with  very  many  of  us,  that  our  attitude 
has  been  much  the  same  as  that  of  the 
Israelites  in  their  fear  and  distress.  Cer- 
tainly, under  the  prevailing  status,  there 
is  much  reason  for  worry  and  strain- 
Many  are  carrying  obligations  that  can 
be  met  with  difficulty,  if  at  all.  Pro- 
ducts of  the  farms  can  scarcely  be  sold 
for  sufficient  amounts  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  farmers.  It  is  a  situation 
which  merits  the  mutual  cosideration  and 
helpfulness  of  all  concerned- 

Yet,  now  is  the  time  to  "  go  forward." 
It  is  vitally  necessary  to  employ  all  our 
faculties  with  resolution  and  initiative,  to 
resist  worry,  to  plan  and  work  vigorously 
and  systematically,  to  adjust  our  require- 
ments to  our  resources,  to  cultivate  in- 
creased faith  in  God,  and  to  seek  the 
guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  in  order  to 
face  the  present  and  the  future  with 
courage  and  determination.  I  am  sure 
that  if  we  will  strive  earnestly  in  this 
way,  the  way  will  be  opened  before  us 
whereby  we  may  carry  on  and  have  joy, 
satisfaction  and  peace. 

I  pray  that  the  Lord  may  bless  us  all, 
that  We  may  go  forward  with  faith  in 
him,  using  every  power  that  he  has  given 
to  us  and  every  faculty,  to  the  end  that 
we  may  glorify  his  name  and  help  to 
build  uo  his  kingdom,  in  the  name  of 
Jesus   Christ.        Amen.

The  L.  D.  S.,  or  "Mormon,"  Relief 
Society  was  founded  primarily  for  philan- 
thropic work,  and  our  discussion  to-night 
will  be  confined  to  this  phase  of  its 
activities. 

In  its  social  welfare  work,  the  Society 
belongs  to  the  family  group,  devoting  its 
main  efforts  to  the  field  of  family  work. 
It  seeks  the  promotion  of  normal  life  for 
the  family,  and  for  the  community.  Its 
aim  is  family  protection  and  conservation, 
and,  where  necessary,  family  rehabilita- 
tion. 

Social  work,  like  medical  work,  involves 
a  double  programme,  one  of  prevention 
and  one  of  cure.  But  prevention  and 
cure  must  go  hand  in  hand,  if  satisfactory 
and  permanent  results  are  to  be  obtained. 
In  both  these  fields  Relief  Society  has 
distinguished  itself. 

Reform   Involved. 

Preventive  work  involves  social  reform 
or  mass  betterment,  the  achievement  of 
which   requires    educational    propaganda, 


legislative  enactment,  and  endless  com- 
munity effort  and  energy.  It  includes, 
for  the  underprivileged,  provision  for 
intellectual  development  and  activity, 
religious  affiliation,  health  opportunities, 
provision  for  a  measure  of  economic  se- 
curity, and  for  some  degree  of  recreative 
leisure. 

Pioneering,  as  it  lias  done,  in  new 
territories  and  rural  fields,  the  Relief 
Society  has  promoted  plans  for  pure  water 
supply,  civic  improvement,  playgrounds 
and  recreation  centres,  medical  inspection 
of  school  children,  special  schools  for  the 
handicapped,  law  enforcement,  clinics  for 
health  and  maternity  work,  etc.  For 
many  years  the  Society  conducted  a  school 
for  nursing  and  obstetrics,  and  sponsored 
regular  courses  of  lectures  in  general 
health.  In  the  cause  of  the  Sheppard- 
Towner  work  for  reducing  infant  death 
rate,  maternal  mortality,  and  maternal 
morbidity,  the  Society  put  aside  the  in- 
terest of  a  half  million  dollar  trust  fund, 
which  was  used  in  local  units  to  supple- 
ment the  State  and  National  programme. 
Process  Described. 

Individual  betterment  or  social  case 
work,  like  medical  case  work,  has  to  do 
with  individuals  or  individual  families  in 
distress.  It  is  a  process  of  helping  people 
out  of  trouble  one  by  one — a  process  of 
bringing  about  adjustment,  clearing  up 
difficulties,  removing  blocks  or  handicaps, 
and,  as  far  as  possible,  creating  normal 
conditions.  In  the  process  relief  may,  or 
may  not  be  necessary.  Such  a  programme 
requires  resources,  facilities,  relief  funds, 
and,  most  important  of  all,  a  service  that 
is  intelligent,  tactful,  sympathetic,  under- 
standing and  trained. 

In  its  direct  relief  work  with  families 
and  individuals,  the  Society  functions  as 
a  great  outdoor  relief  agency,  with  a 
charity  department  in  each  of  its  fifteen 
hundred  branches.  In  its  first  year  it 
distributed,'  for  charity,  cash,  merchan- 
dise and  commodities  of  all  sort,  in 
addition  to  rendering  many  types  of 
neighbourly  and  co-operative  service. 
Visits  were  made,  and  those  in  trouble 
and  sorrow  were  comforted. 
Policy  Continued. 

The  Society's  policy  of  caring  for  the 
physical  and  material  needs  of  those  in 
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distress  has  been  continued  all  through 
its  history,  modified,  adjusted  and  ex- 
tended as  conditions  and  situations  have 
required.  Always  there  has  been  a  com- 
prehensive programme  of  human  helpful- 
ness, including,  as  has  been  indicated, 
social  reform  and  preventive  measures  as 
well  as  work  with  individuals  and 
individual  situations. 

The  Society's  report  shows  that  during; 
the  year  1931,  116,448  dollars  was  dis- 
bursed for  charitable  purposes;  that 
17,672  families  were  helped  in  their  homes 
with  service  and  relief;  that  44,495  days 
were  spent  by  volunteers  with  the  sick ; 
and  that  204,460  special  visits  were  made 
to  the  sick  and  homebound. 

From  the  beginning  Eelief  Society  has 
stood  for  organized  relief,  discouraging 
indiscriminate,  individual  giving.  At  the 
very  first  meeting  contributions  for  the 
poor  were  made,  and  a  programme  of 
organized  relief  initiated,  which  has  been 
in  operation  throughout  its  entire  historv. 

Charity  work  in  the  Society  is  under 
direct  charge  of  a  ward  or  branch  presi- 
dent, who  works  in  co-operation  with,  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  local  bishop, 
in  whom  is  vested  the  responsibility  for 
the  charity  work  in  his  ward.  The  bishop 
and  ward  president  hold  a  monthly  con- 
ference regularly,  when  family  problems 
are  discussed,  conclusive  action  being 
usually  a  joint  decision.  The  bishop, 
however,  is  the  final  authority.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  conference  there  is  constant 
communication  and  consultation  between 
them.  The  Eelief  Society  president  also 
co-operates  closely  with  the  County 
Charity  Department,  and  with  any  other 
agency  interested  in  a  family  under 
consideration. 

The  special  work  of  family  inquiry,  and 
analysis  of  family  situations,  has  been 
assigned  by  the  Church  to  Relief  Society. 
The  ward  president,  where  necessary,  is 
assisted  in  this  work  by  a  social  service 
aid.  The  president  or  her  assistant  visits 
promptly  all  cases  of  need  reported  from 
any  source.  The  ward  president  is  also 
assisted  by  a  stake  social  service  aid,  who 
has  received  special  training  in  social 
work,  and  whose  duty  it  is  to  act  in  a 
supervisory  and  advisory  capacity  to  the 
ward  presidents  in  her  district. 


In  connection  with  the  welfare  work, 
district  visiting  has  been  in  operation 
from  the  beginning.  When  the  Society 
was  one  year  old,  in  1843,  it  conceived 
the  idea,  and  instituted  the  practice  of 
friendly  visiting  among  the  poor.  It  is 
an  interesting  coincidence  that  a  charity 
organization  of  New  York  City,  the  Asso- 
ciation for  Improving  the  Conditions  of 
the  Poor,  was  founded  this  same  year, 
1842,  and  that  in  1843  it  also  instituted 
a  system  of  friendly  visiting.  These  two 
Societies  89  years  ago  thus  instituted 
simultaneously,  in  the  United  States,  the 
first  volunteer  district  visiting  among  the 
poor.  The  "visiting  teachers"  to-day 
carry  messages  from  the  organization, 
report  sickness  and  distress  found,  and 
receive  voluntary  contributions  for  the 
Society. 

Welfake  Department. 
With  a  view  of  improving  its  methods 
of  welfare  work,  the  Eelief  Society  estab- 
lished in  1919  a  social  welfare  depart- 
ment at  general  headquarters,  with 
standardized  social  case  work.  The  de- 
partment has  served  as  a  centre  for 
co-operative  work  in  Salt  Lake  City 
between  stakes  and  wards,  and  between 
L.  D.  S.  and  non-L.  D.  S.  agencies  in  the 
interest  of  L.  D.  S.  families  and  indi- 
viduals in  distress;  as  a  centre  for  L. 
D.  S.  transients  and  non-residents  in  need ; 
as  an  employment  centre,  or  bureau,  for 
women  and  girls;  as  a  training  centre  for 
Eelief  Society  women  engaged  in  charity 
and  relief  work;  as  the  official  child 
placing  agency  of  the  Church. 

In  1920,  the  General  Board  conducted 
an  intensive  six  weeks'  course  in  family 
welfare  work  at  the  summer  session  of 
Brigham  Young  University.  The  sub- 
jects considered  were  history  of  social 
work,  sociology,  and  social  case  work.  In 
addition  was  a  course  in  required  reading, 
and  a  series  of  lectures  upon  such  subjects 
as  physical  and  mental  health,  juvenile 
delinquency  and  child  welfare.  Since  that 
time  institutes  have  been  continued. 
Sixty-five  have  been  held  in  thirty-six 
localities,  with  a  total  attendance  of  three 
thousand;  seventy-two  stake  social  service 
aids  have  received  field  work,  averaging 
one  hundred  hours  each;  twenty-four 
workers  have  received  extended  training 
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and  experience  in  the  Department ;  fifteen 
are  in  the  professional  field  to-day,  twelve 
of  whom  are  members  of  the  American 
Association    of    Social    Workers. 

Chief  among  the  causes  of  poverty  and 
distress  are  physical  and  mental  illness, 
unemployment,  old  age,  disaster,  misman- 
agement, and  lack  of  training  and  pre- 
paration to  meet  life.  To  counteract  the 
results  of  these,  and  other  varying  com- 
plexities of  modern  life,  is  not  a  task  to 
be  considered  lightly. 

To  correctly  interpret  and  evaluate  a 
person's  likes  and  differences;  to  dis- 
approve without  bitterness ;  to  give 
sympathy  without  sentiment;  or  help 
without  favouritism;  this  requires  the 
finest  understanding  of  human  strength 
and  frailty.  To  this  end  we  instruct  and 
train.  Real  service  is  to  help  a  man  to 
a  realization  of  the  adjustment  necessity 
demands  of  him;  to  quicken  his  desires; 
to  point  out  to  him  that  from  which  he 
can  derive  stability;  to  encourage  him  to 
do  his  own  thinking  and  make  his  own 
plans.  And  this  form  of  service  will  live 
and  bear  fruit  when  the  mere  giving  of 
material  relief  is  no  longer  called  a  ser- 
vice. The  Relief  Society  best  interprets 
the  Masters  injunction  concerning  "  the 
least  of  these/'  when  it  ministers  most 
skilfully  to  the  man  who  falls  "among 
thieves." 


Preventive     Medicine 
and  going  to  Church. 

The  practice  of  preventive  medicine  has 
grown  since  the  days  of  Pasteur.  Such 
things  as  clinics,  innoculations,  vaccina- 
tions, physical  exercise,  dietetics,  and  the 
use  of  proper  foods,  requisite  sleep  and 
good  ventilation  are  some  of  the  modern 
means   of   preventive    medicine- 

The  best  Doctor  is  the  Doctor  that 
keeps  one  from  getting  sick,  instead  of 
the  Doctor  who  gets  one  well. 

The  idea  is  simply  this — to  keep  from 
getting  sick  instead  of  becoming  sick  and 
having  to  get  well,  which  entails  a  great 
risk  of  life  and  comfort. 

However,  sickness  is  not  always  pre- 
ventable,   and   consequently   clinics,    hos- 


pitals, medicines  and  skilled  physicians 
are  continually  useful  in  treating  patients 
to  get  them  well.  The  best  thing  to  do 
when  one  is  sick  is  to  take  the  quickest 
measures  to  get  well.  This  is  true  with 
the  spiritually  sick.  Libraries,  schools, 
seminaries,  leisure  time  activities,  Sunday 
Schools,  missionary  work,  Churches,  etc., 
have  been  established,  assisted  by  thou- 
sands of  unselfish  workers,  to  keep 
people  from  getting  spiritually  sick.  Also 
the  thought  holds  true  that  it  is  better  to 
keep  one  spiritually  well  than  for  him  to 
get  spiritually  sick  and  have  to  recover. 
The  quickest  and  shortest  way  is  to  use 
the  benefits  and  the  privileges  at  hand 
to  keep  from  getting  spiritually  sick,  and 
avoid  great  risks  in  life  and  discomfort 
of  conscience. 

However,  there  are  those  who  will  get 
spiritually  sick  and  they  are  to  be  helped 
to  get  spiritually  well.  The  sick  go  to 
the  hospital — why  not  the  sinner  or  de- 
linquent to  Church  to  get  well?  That) is 
the  best  place  to  go  to  keep  well,  or  to 
get  Well  spiritually. 

There  are  those  who  do  not  take  care 
af  themselves  temporally  nor  spiritually, 
and  stray  so  far  away  from  the  rules  of 
good  health  and  .  from  the  teachings  of 
the  Church  that  they  are  on  dangerous 
ground,  and  when  they  want  to  get  well 
they  cannot  overcome  the  malady  by  re- 
pentance. It  seems  that  satan  and  sin 
have  taken  them  so  far  from  recovery  that 
they  must  perish  in  their  sickness  and 
sin.  Therefore  when  one  follows  satan 
and  sin  one  goes  down,  down,  down  in 
spiritual  health,  and  when  one  follows  the 
Lord  one  has  less  chance  of  getting 
spiritually  sick. 

"  Prevention  is  better  than  cure  "  said 
Erasmus,  therefore  all  members  of  the 
Church  and  our  friends  are  earnestly 
urged  to  attend  as  many  socials,  meet- 
ings, Sunday  Schools,  and  Church  ser- 
vices as  they  possibly  can,  and  to  take 
part  in  them,  thereby  getting  spiritual 
exercise.  Also,  they  are  urged  to  study 
earnestly  the  gospel,  and  great  inspira- 
tion and  lofty  thoughts  will  thereby  be 
received.  Thus  one  spiritually  well  wTill 
have  a  splendid  opportunity  to  keep  well, 
and  one  spiritually  sick  will  find  a  beauti-. 
ful  privilege  to  become  well  and  happy.

Honourably  Released. 

On  May  1,  1930,  Elder  Clarence  E. 
Randall  arrived  in  the  South  African 
Mission  and  remained  here  for  thirty- 
three  months,  and  was  honourably  re- 
leased on  Eebruary  1,  1933.  A  good 
man,   obedient,   cheerful,    sweet,    reliable, 


fair  and  dependable.  He  has  been  a 
leader  in  almost  every  line  of  missionary 
activity,  and  raised  the  average  hi  all 
lines  of  duty.  During  his  thirty-three 
months  he  baptised  thirty  people,  distri- 
buted on  an  average  of  9.9/10  Books  of 
Mormon  per  month,  and  loaned  4.2/10  per 
month.  His  average  tracting  per  month 
was  56  hours,  and  his  total  hours  of 
mission     work     averaged     349.1/10     per 
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month.  He  was  also  loyal  in  obtaining 
Subscriptions  to  Cumorah's  Southern 
Cross. 

Elder  Randall  looks  ahead  and  is  wise 
enough  to  take  suggestions  and  follow 
advice  and  instruction.  He  has  a  lovable 
disposition  and  is  kind  and  considerate 
and  bears  acquaintance.  Aeschuylus  has 
said  "  Obedience  is  the  mother  of  suc- 
cess, the  wife  of  safety,"  and  in  Elder 
Randall's  mission  it  can  be  said  that  he 
attained  success  through  obedience.  To 
do  his  best  at  all  times  is  one  of  his 
fine  traits  of  character,  and  in  the  games 
he  played  and  the  work  he  did  he  did  not 
pray  to  win  or  triumph,  but  prayed  that 
he  might  do  his  best.  A  very  fine  bit 
of  philosophy.  Plato  has  said,  "  Through 
obedience  learn  to  command,"  and  Schil- 
ler proclaims  that  "  Obedience  decks  the 
Christian  most."  The  many  friends  and 
acquaintances  of  Elder  Randall  will  be 
proud  to  say  the  same  as  Plato  and 
Schiller  in  relation  to  the  fine  example 
he  has  set. 

Elder  Randall  sailed  from  Cape  Town 
with  Elder  J.  H.  Smith  on  February  1 
aboard  the  "Adolph  Woerman,"  going 
via  East  Coast  to  Palestine  and  Egypt, 
to  Europe  and  thence  to  America.  May 
God  bless  him  and  his  devoted  parents 
as  they  have  tried  to  bless  others  in  South 
Africa  is  the  wish  of  his  co-labourers  and 
many  friends  in  South  Africa- 
Elder  John   H.   Smith. 

Elder  John  H.  Smith  arrived  in  the 
mission  field  on  October  21,  1930,  and 
was  honourably  released  about  twenty- 
eight  months  afterwards,  on  February 
1,  1933.  He  has  been  a  loyal  preacher 
of  the  gospel  with  much  faith  and  a 
strong  testimony  of  the  gospel  which  has 
penetrated  the  hearts  of  others  with  per- 
fect assurance.  He  has  laboured  in 
the  hard  places  which  has  put  a  "  veneer 
and  fine  polish  "  on  his  attitude  towards 
the  Lord. 

Elder  Smith  averaged  55.73/100  hours 
per  month  tracting  and  344.77/100  total 
hours  per  month  missionary  work.  He 
distributed  on  an  average  of  a  little  over 
four  Books  of  Mormon  per  month  and 
baptised  twelve  persons.  Elder  Smith 
is  cheerful  and  happy,  lovable,  affection- 
ate and  reliable  and  his  heart  is  true- 
His    faith    in    the    Lord    is    higher    than 


reason,  and  the  Lord's  existence  is  an 
evident  fact  to  him.  Lowell  has  said, 
"  The  only  faith  that  wears  well  and 
holds  its  colours  in  all  weathers  is  that 
which  is  woven  of  conviction  and  set  with 
the  sharp  mordant  of  experience."  With 
this  as  a  criterion  note  a  splendid  result : 
"  I  know  this  work  is  true,  and  our 
Heavenly  Father  is  just  as  real  to  me  as 
anything  can  possibly  be  "  as  contained 
in   one  of   Elder  Smith's  letters. 

He  spent  his  boyhood  at  the  mission 
headquarters  when  his  father,  N.  G. 
Smith,  was  Mission  President,  and  many 
of  his  old  friends  have  been  delighted  to 
have  him  return  to  this  Mission-  He  and 
his  brother,  Stanford  G.,  who  just  recently 
arrived  from  America  have  spent  con- 
siderable time  together  renewing  old 
acquaintanceships,  and  being  home  again 
in  South  Africa.  Elder  Smith  with  Elder 
C.  E.  Randall  left  Cape  Town  via  East 
Coast  on  February  1,  and  will  go  to 
Egypt  and  Palestine  and  Europe  before 
returning  to  America. 

May  the  Lord  bless  Elder  Smith  and 
his  devoted  father  and  mother  who  have 
steadfastly  sustained  him  with  finances, 
affection  and  prayer  so  that  he  could  suc- 
cessfully fill  an  honourable  mission.  To 
him  and  them  go  the  love  and  esteem  of 
his  companions  and  many  friends  in 
South  Africa.

H.  Smith  and  C.  E-  Randall  up  the  East 
Coast  of  Africa  into  Palestine  and  Egypt, 
to  Europe  and  thence  to  America. 

Elder  Taylor  served  as  Mission  Secre- 
tary for  about  fourteen  months,  and  his 
dutiful  and  congenial  spirit  together  with 
his  obedient  and  lovable  disposition,  and 
his  willingness  to  do  something  for  some- 
one else  endeared  him  to  the  hearts  of  all 
who  know  him.  He  has  a  smile  for  all 
occasions,  and  it  does  not  seem  to  come 
off  easily. 

After  being  released  as  Mission  Secre- 
tary he  was  appointed  District  President 
at  Port  Elizabeth  where  he  laboured  until 
he  received  a  telegram  telling  him  of  his 
honourable  release  and  to  prepare  to  sail 
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at  once  on  the  boat  he  took.  In  his  last 
letter  he  remarked  of  it  all,  as  if  it  were 
a  dream,  and  seemed  to  be  dazed  by  the 
thought  that  he  was  soon  to  leave  the 
work  he  loved  so  well. 

These  words  of  "  St.  Augustine  "  are 
typical  of  the  request  of  Elder  Taylor — 
"  In  doing  what  we  ought  we  deserve  no 
praise  because  it  is  our  duty."  His 
mission  has  been  exemplary  of  the  cate- 
chism of  the  "  Book  of  Common  Prayer  " 
which  reads — "  To  do  my  duty  in  that 
state  of  life  in  which  it  shall  please  God 
to  call  me" 

To  Elder  Taylor  and  his  dear  father  and 
mother  who  have  sustained  him  so  well 
and  given  of  their  health  to  bless  South 
Africa  by  the  presence  of  their  boy  goes 
the  love  and  esteem  of  his  many  friends 
and  co-labourers,  and  the  joy  they  will 
have  will  be  the  exclamation  as  recorded 
by  Addison — "  Thanks  to  God  (the  gods) 
my  boy  has  done  his  duty."  Good-bye 
from  all ! 


Cumorah    Wins 
Baseball  Trophy. 

On  Saturday,  11th  February,  at 
Hartleyvale,  Cape  Town,  the  Western 
Province  Baseball  Association  held  the 
final  match  of  the  baseball  series  of  five 
games  between  the  two  best  clubs  of  the 
Association — Nomads  and  Cumorah. 
This  game  was  attended  by  an  enthusiastic 
crowd  of  over  eight  hundred,  and  every 
play  was  keenly  executed-  Each  player 
did  exceptionally  well.  The  Cumorahs 
got  in  one  score  on  their  last  time  at  bat 
which  broke  the  tie  of  four  all,  thus  giv- 
ing Cumorah  the  victory,  5 — 4,  and  the 
handsome  Western  Province  trophy, 
known  as  the  Henry  Hermann  Cup.

To  this  person  so  distinguished  the  Mis- 
sion President  will  take  great  pleasure  in 
giving  a  choice  book  as  a  compliment 
and  to  the  person  in  the  Mission  who  is 
so  nominated  by  the  most  people  a  special 
complimentary  prize  of  a  leather  bound 
Bible  and  combination  Book  of  Mormon, 
Doctrine  and  Covenants  and  Pearl  of 
Great  Price  will  be  given  and  to  the 
second  highest  so  nominated  will  go  a 
choice  of  either  of  the  two  books  just 
mentioned. 

To  the  District  having  the  most  bap- 
tisms as  above  indicated  will  be  awarded 
lessons  and  text-books  for  all  the  auxili- 
ary organisations  in  the  District  for  1934. 
To  the  second  highest  District  will  be 
awarded  lessons  for  each  Sundav  School 
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in  that  District  for  the  year  1934. 

However,  before  the  members  of  a  Dis- 
trict or  a  District  itself  becomes  eligible 
for  any  of  the  awards,  there  must  first 
be  an  increase  of  10  per  cent-  in  member- 
ship baptised  in  1933  in  the  District.
